¢ The first problem: The subdivi- 
sion is ready for construction, but 
the business park site won’t be de- 
veloped until tenants are found to oc- 
cupy the planned second office 
building on the property which 
means the land could stay empty for 
one to three years, said Laura Hill, 
town planner.

Francis Sullivan, a teacher at 
Lawrence High School and an Andover 
resident, has been awarded a $500 prize 
by the John F. Kennedy Library for his 
work in teaching about the pursuit of 
peace.

The American Red Cross Blood 
Services - Northeast Region put out 
an appeal to the people of Massachu- 
setts and Maine to give blood to alle- 
viate a critical shortage. 


According to Peter L. Page, M.D., 
Northeast Region director, ‘‘The 
supply of all blood groups, partic- 
ularly O positive and O negative, is 
below critical levels. 


“This is a particularly serious sit- 
uation as group O is the most preva- 
lent blood type among the 
population. Patients with group O 
blood can receive blood only from 
group O donors,” he stressed. Group 
O blood can also be vital in the treat- 
ment of major trauma victims and 
other emergency cases because it 
may be safely transfused to patients 
of any blood type, according to 
Page.

Homeowner Gets Planners’ 


OK To Clear Poison Ivy 


Subdivision’s Vegetation Protected 


By Frank Messina 


The Planning Board provided an es- 
cape valve to a Spencer Court homeowner 
restricted from clearing poison ivy out of 
his yard by limitations placed on the sub- 
division developer. 

But, after issuing clemency to the fami- 
ly, the board made it clear they would 
consider other requests from homeown- 
ers in the 14-lot subdivision strictly on a 
case-by-case basis. 

Board member Susan Stott said that 
she didn’t want other property owners to 
expect automatic approval of their peti- 
tions. Steve Colyer, Andover town plan- 
ner, said he anticipates that other 
homeowners will be coming forward. 

The Spencer Court subdivision was 
built around sensitive wetlands area and 
open land which are protected by buffer 
zones. As part of the conditions for ap- 
proving the subdivision, any type of vege- 
tation removal or earth disturbance was 
prohibited by the town. 

This has left several homeowners be- 
tween poison ivy and a hard place. 

Stephen J. Travers of 8 Spencer Court 
told the planning staff in a letter that the 
poison ivy ‘‘so close to our house poses a 
serious health risk, especially to our 
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young children and other children who 
will be playing in the yard.” 

“IT have much more sympathy for 

someone who owns the land and is going 
to be sticking around than for a devel- 
oper,’’ said board member Michael 
Houghton before voting to approve. 
_ The board also lifted a stop work order 
imposed against Picwel Builders Inc. last 
month for violating the same Spencer 
Court earth disturbance restriction. 

“While preparing the lot for construc- 
tion, (Picwel) cleared trees and shrub- 
bery from the area protected,” Colyer 
told the board in a June 9 memo. “The 
developer was warned of this infraction 
verbally and made aware of the fact that 
earth disturbance was prohibited in the 
restricted area.”’ 

Originally, Piewel was told it would not 
be permitted to start construction again 
until the company replanted the entire 
area ‘‘and make things like they were,”’ 
said Colyer. 

However, Tuesday night, the board 
agreed to let Picwel re-landscape the 
area and make the land resemble neigh- 
boring open space rather than its pre- 
vious jungle-like appearance.

It is unfortunate that Nancy Jeton is stepping down as the town’s 
principal planner, but her continuing to work for the town in updat- 
ing the zoning bylaws is most fortunate for the future of Andover. 

Jeton performed her duties well as principal planner, developing 
a department which oversees the growth of the community. 

She provided the planning board with studied recommendations 
on such things as the always controversial affordable housing is- 
sues as well as examining subdivision plans before planners made 
decisions on them. 

In all matters her efforts were aimed at protecting the town and 
the townspeople and also protecting the landscape of a community 
rapidly running out of developable land. 

Now, she will be focusing on gathering the zoning bylaws, study- 
ing modern needs to assist planners and zoning board of appeals 
members in making decisions. 


There is a definite need for such an effort and it would seem Jeton 
is well suited to perform the task. 

Times have changed considerably since zoning bylaws were first 
adopted by the town in the 1930’s. 

As an example, in those days television was simply thought of and 
not a part of the everyday life of the 1980’s. With that change has 


come such things as satellite dishes and, while there may be some 
regulations covering such things in the zoning bylaws, it would be 
eae if the problem was addressed more conveniently and accu- 
rately. ; 

A few years ago the zoning board had to deal with the problem of 
windmills, as some residents sought alternative energy sources. 

There will be a continued occasional need to address such things 
as the placement of convenience stores, possibly in outlying areas 
of the town. As Andover contnues to undergo residential construc- 
tion, there will be a need for such stores in places other than the 
center of town or in shopping center areas. 

Such requests have constantly met with disapproval of neighbors 
and subsequently rejected, either by town meeting or zoning board 
decisions. 

Properly regulated, they may be welcomed to growing neighbor- 
hoods in various sections of the community. 

The bylaws have not been examined thoroughly or updated since 
the 1960’s when Atty. Robert Zollner undertook the project and 
eventually presented the total package to town meeting. 

Certainly the time is ripe to reexamine the bylaws again and 
bring them into 1980’s form with an eye toward insuring that And- 
over’s future growth will be well regulated.

Disservice 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

A grave disservice has been done 
to those Andover voters who at- 
tended the June 20 Town Meeting 
and, on the recommendation of the 
town committees and groups sup- 
portive of the collaborative school, 
voted no to the article when they 
were in support of the concept. Con- 
ceivably, they were as much as half 
of those who cast a no ballot. 

Ten years ago, more or less, a mi- 
nority of Andover parents sought an 
educational alternative for their 
children. The result was the tradi- 
tional program, attended by a mi- 
nority of students who were bused to 
the program from all over town. It 
was voluntary, no one was required 
to attend. I hope if a similar minori- 
ty of parents feels as strongly about 
the current educational alternative, 
a school in collaboration with the 
City of Lawrence, that the School 
Committee will respond as it did 10 
years go and plan a program that is 
educationally sound and looks to the 
issues of the 1990’s and the year 2000. 
I hope that if such a group of parents 
emerges and if the School Commit- 
tee develops an educational alterna- 
tive that the community, i.e., the 
majority of Andover parents uninte- 
rested in such a choice for their chil- 
dren, will permit it to happen. 

I wish such an alternative was 
available when my children at- 
tended the Andover public schools. 
If my children were of elementary 
school age, I would be part of the 
minority demanding they be given 
such an educational alternative just 
as 10 years ago a minority of parents 
demanded the School Committee 
provide the traditional program.

of absentee ballots for those unable 
to attend. However, her argument 
falls short on a number of major 
points. 

Ms. Schoenherr says she feels 
“discomfort” with the suggestion 


that town meeting is the purest form . 


of democracy. The fact is, town 
meeting is the purest form of democ- 
racy that is still actively used. In a 
pure democracy, all the people dis- 
cuss and vote on every issue. Town 
meeting is one of the few institutions 
remaining in this country that 
comes close to pure democracy. 
Contrary to what Ms. Schoenherr 
implies, the more representational 
democracy becomes, the less pure it 
becomes. Granted, pure democracy 
may not be the best form (as philo- 
sophers since the time of Aristotle 
have discussed). However, Ms. 
Schoenherr is mistaken when she 
says town meeting is not the purest 
form of democracy. 

Ms. Schoenherr complains that a 
town meeting was held when most of 
the faculty at Phillips Academy take 
their vacation. ‘‘Weddings, vaca- 
tions, visits with relatives...pre- 
vented a sizeable number of faculty 
from participating.’’ Would it have 
been better if the town clerk’s office 
called every registered voter’s home 
until an acceptable date on which 
nobody had planned a vacation could 
be reached? Is the fact that a select 
few in our community cannot attend 
justification for ending the meetings 
altogether? Should we eliminate 
congress because 535 representa- 
tives cannot attend every session? 

In her letter, Ms Schoenherr advo- 
cates a more representational sys- 
tem, Jike that found on the state and 
national level. The representational 
system definitely has some more 
convenient aspects than a pure de- 
mocracy. All one has to do to partici- 
pate is cast a ballot once a year or 
once every couple of years. Howev- 
er, very few candidates hold the 
same view as we do on every topic. 
If we want to express our opinions 
about issues which we disagree with 
the official we elected, the means 
are limited. But ‘‘voters are free to 
write letter individually, collect sig- 
natures and submit petitions, attend 
and speak out at meetings of the 
governing bodies.’’ Ms. Schoenherr 
argues, ‘‘While circumstances (such 
as vacations and lack of child care) 
necessarily prevent every voter 
from attending any given town

meeting, no one is prevented from 
expressing opinions through the 
means just described.’ To this I 
pose one question: if a working par- 
ent cannot afford a babysitter for 
one: evening, how could he or she 
possibly afford one for the time it 
takes to ‘‘collect signatures and sub- 
mit petitions’’ or ‘‘attend and speak 
out at meetings of the governing 
bodies?’’ Town meeting is effective 
because one need not spend all his or 
her afternoons and evenings trying 
to win public approval before being 
allowed to have his or her opinion 
heard. All one has to do is attend. 

Ms. Schoenherr also implies that 
the meetings themselves hold little 
value. ‘‘For many, if not most, town 
residents it is not the...speeches 
made on the night of town meeting 
that determine their vote on sensi- 
tive issues: rather, it is a careful, 
studious examination of all the facts 
and opinions that they’re able to 
gather over the course of weeks and 
months.’ This may be true, but a 
significant percentage (for instance, 
college students who have returned 
to Andover in the past month after a 
nine-month absence) or those at- 
tending do form their opinion at the 
meeting or from reports of the meet- 
ing. Many people are not thoroughly 
familiar with every issue. Town 
meeting allows them to hear each 
point of view on controversial topics. 

Finally, town meeting allows the 
town government to get a feel of lo- 
cal opinion. It holds much the same 
purpose as polling does on the state 
and national level. Government 
agencies are constantly trying to 
find out national opinion before the 
government takes action. Why 
should our local governors be denied 
this necessity? 

Town meeting has its flaws, and 
Ms. Schoenherr did a thorough job in 
pointing them out. There is an ap- 
parent need for child care and ab- 
sentee ballots if town meeting is to 
achieve the ideal of a pure democra- 
cy. However she went overboard, 
missing the point of what town meet- 
ing is all about. The fact is, town 
meeting is the last American institu- 
tion where people can voice their 
opinions publicly, even if they lack 
the necessary time or funding to or- 
ganize campaigns or petition. We 
should strive to perfect it, not elimi- 
nate it.

Following the loss to Andover Blue, AG hit the road to hammer Wilming-*

The end result will be a plan specifical- 
ly geared toward next year’s teacher 
training program, and it will provide a 
general direction for the next three to five 
years. All forms of staff development will 
be included, such as in-service days and 
consultation, said William Hart, principal 
of West Middle School. 

The development plan should be in 
place by the beginning of the school year 
so the faculty can see a solid plan for staff 
development, Hart said. _ 

Key concepts of a middle school are be- 
ing explored and certain ones will be em- 
phasized.

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cepts of a middle school, Hart said. 

Some concepts are cooperative learn- 
ing, team teaching and student indepen- 
dence. 

Next year is basically a location change 
for the sixth-graders, said McGrail, add- 
ing that curriculum changes will be grad- 
ually implemented and completed within 
three to five years. 

“All (curriculum) changes will be done 
with a great deal of thought,” McGrail 
said. And, ‘they will be done after study- 
ing other school systems and seeing what 
fits Andover.”’ 

While one group of teachers worked on 
the staff development plan, six others— 
Paul Dunlap, Paula Eichner, Sue Hut- 
chinson, Walter Rossini, Richard Stevens 
and Joan Zenofsky—met at the School 
Committee conference room to write a 
joint handbook for the two middle 
schools. 

This year, two handbooks will be writ- 
ten—one for parents and one for students. 

Both include general school policies, 
rules and regulations. The students’ will 
also include such things as school activ- 
ities and maps of the buildings. 

A list of the staff and how to contact 
them and an explanation of team teach- 
ing and a middle school are some items 
that will be included in the parents’ ver- 
sion. 

The School Committee approved a 
grade reorganization last January to alle- 
viate an overcrowding problem.
